States from coast to coast in 
the most serious epidemic ever known, 
taking a large toll th lives and causing 
economic loss by incapacitating work- 
ers In all walks of life. Reports from 
Public health service officers made 
public tonight by Sure.-Gen. Biue 
show that already the disease has cre- 
ated a grave problem for many of 
the larger cities, and is epreading 
to the rural communities. 

New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Boston, San Francisco, Seattle, Cleve- 
land and Detroit reported the disease 
widely prevalent. Cleveland and De- 
troit each have probably 100,000 
cases. Of the smaller cities, Buffalo, 
Pittsburgh, Baltimore, San Diego, Dal- 
las and Mobile reported no signs of 
an epidemic. 

There is practically nothing the 
Federal government can do toward 
aiding in euppression of the epidemic. 
It must be dealt with by local au- 
thorities, and they im turn, it is ex- 
plained, are almost helpless without 
co-operation from the public.

That these companies did not 
aéize upon an existing business created 
by another, but on the contrary, they 
created it themselves by the ex- 
penditure of large sums of money, by 
the exercise of careful and expert 
management, and by a constant super- 
vision by men who have had years of 
practical experience in electric 
business. 

(4.) That there are three large 
electric companfes in the city today 
thoroughly organized, with their corps 
of employees well disciplined, trained 
and capable of carrying on the neces- 
sary operations in the business with- 
out friction, without confusion and in 
the most economical manner possibie. 

Tn the light of these facts why 
should the city of Los Angeles make 
the expensive and unnecessary experi- 
ment of competing with these com- 
panies? It is certain that the price of 
electric current will not be advan-

The city of Los Angeles has imme-

Play's Motif. 


If Mona Lisa were a play for a 
man instead of being a man's picture 
of a woman Walker Whiteside would 
be starring at the Mason this week 
in Mona Liea instead of alternating 
between “The Typhoon” and “The 
Melting Pot.” Mr. Whiteside is devoted 
to the inscrutable and Mona Lisa is 
inscrutable. Nothing has so made the 
popularity of Mona Lisa and Walker 
Whiteside as inscrutability. 


Tt stands to reason that thie should 
be so. The woman who does not un- 
derstand, but who looks as if she did. 
and the man who does understand, 
but who looks as if he did not, are 
the two types that most fascinate the 
world. Mr. Whiteside, therefore has 
an allwring vehicle in that strange 
exotic, “The Typhoon,” which repeats 
at the Mason tonight, Thureday and 
Friday nighta, and Saturday matinee. 
“The Typhoon” is a strange play 
because melodramas are supposed to 
make people feel, whereas the feelings 
are of secondary consideration in ‘The 
Typhoon,” and on@s thoughts are 
everything. It is not my intention by 
this statement to accuse “The Ty- 
phoon” of making us think. It is en- 
tirely too obvious for such a demand. 
In fact, tt telle the truth. with such 
candor that frankness becomes a 
fault. By making the truth so per- 
fectly apparent, it almost conceals it. 
Nobody finds what is at evefybody’s 
feet People are eternally confused 
in looking for the light instead of 
the objects that are revealed -by the 
light. There is an eternal cry for the 
simple truth, and when it is tn sight 
people simply will not look at it at 


“The Typhoon” ite not. necessarily 
the truth about Japan. The original 
text was Hungarian and the setting 


makes it a good American play, since, 
to that extent, is not obxious. What 
a Hungarian author thinks about 
Japanese in Berlin is American meat. 
This play has a fundamental which 
is that Japan is one man and that the 
50,000,000 persons in Japan count the 
individual as nothing and the nation 
as everything. I believe that one of 
the European countries now at war 
has a battle cry somewhat to that 
effect, and that tn some parts of the 
United States efforts are being made 
to popularize Americanism the 
sense of a national instinct. 
Our play goes a little deeper than 
having as the ideal of Japanese pa- 
triotiem an adoption by the Tokio 
Chamber of Commerce of some such 
slogan as “madein Watts.” “see our 
islands first.” It aesumes a perma- 
nent national conspiracy in ‘which 
every Japanese citizen takes an oath 
to serve his country above everything 
else, and when the brightest scholar 
of their student colony at Berlin 
kille a woman in a frenzy of passion 
every other member of that colony is 
eager to assume the responsibility for 
the crime in order that the more 
useful member may remain untram- 
meled for his work.

which the year 1914 was the close immi- 
gration averaged 1,912,194 aliens per year. 
During the fiscal year 1914 aliens to the 
number of 1,218,480 migrated to the United 
States. Then came the war, and, with the 
fiscal year 1915 and its unusual conditions, 
immigration dropped to 326,700. During the 
same time 107,544 non-immigrant aliens en- 
tered the country, making a total of 434,244 
admissions, but during the year 204,074 
aliens emigrated from the country and 180, 
000 non-immigrant aliens left, making the 
total departures 384,174: so that the actual 
increase in population through immigration 
was only 50,070, compared with an increase 
for the fiscal year 1914 of 709,276. 

This enormous decrease in immigration 
was doubtless largely due to the fact that 
all of the warring nations have, to an ex- 
tent, embargoed the departure of all men 
subject to military duty and also to the dif- 
fculty in obtaining transportation by neuw- 
trails and by those who are permitted to 
leave. 

A great many Jews are now arriving at 
Seattle who have journeyed from Russian 
Poland by the trans-Siberian Railroad to 
Viadivostok and thence by steamerto Pu- 
get Sound, and, says an eastern exchange, 
“they are coming in such numbers as to 
force upon societies organized to give the 
newcomers a welcome labors not anticipated 
a year ago.”
